management association or self insurance pool of which the public body is a member,” and 

5 1LCS 120/2(c)(17), regarding “the recruitment, credentialing, discipline or formal peer review of physicians or 
other health care professionals, or for the discussion of matters protected under the federal Patient Safety and Quality 
Improvement Act of 2005, and the regulations promulgated thereunder, including 42 C.F.R. Part 3 (73 FR 70732), or 
the federal Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act of 1996, and the regulations promulgated thereunder, 
including 45 C.F.R. Parts 160, 162, and 164, by a hospital, or other institution providing medical care, that is 
operated by the public body.”
